Today,  some  years  later,  I  walked  down  the  corridor  of 
our  school.  I  knew,  as  I  looked  into  the  window  of  202, 
that  an  era  had  suddenly  ended.  A  yearbook,  of  course,  is 
a  living  annual  of  a  period.  The  yearbook  of  1965  is 
such  an  annual,  for  it  links  a  phase  in  our  lives,  a  phase 
that  can  never  be  re-lived  except  through  the  pages  of  our 
yearbook.  What  was  the  center  of  that  era  that  so  hur¬ 
riedly  swept  by?  Many  things  contribute  to  a  period  and 
make  it  worth  remembering.  Our  yearbook  is  such  an 
instrument,  and  we,  its  authors,  were  the  heart  of  this  era. 
We  were  the  creative  "Lost-Youth”  of  that  private  little 
age. 

I  fancied  myself  sitting  in  the  staff  room  of  Vanity  Fair, 
you  know.  We  had  great  fun  and  talked  of  olden  times. 
We  seemed  to  dress  in  terribly  striking  outfits.  Everybody 
was  happy  in  202.  This  atmosphere  lent  the  room  a  spirit 
and  an  aura  that  no  other  room,  club  or  office  had.  Per¬ 
haps  I  am  prejudiced,  but  this  is  the  way  I  remember  it. 

Linda  Rozen,  our  guiding  goddess,  was  the  most  even- 
tempered,  beautiful,  and  level-headed  editor  I  had  ever 
seen.  She  would  tilt  her  head  to  the  left  or  right  and 
quietly  demand  either  this  or  that.  Then  she  would  smile. 
It  was  a  remarkably  wise  method  of  telling  a  staff  member 
"yes”  or  "no”.  My  memory  does  not  tell  me  too  much 
of  Tom  Muller.  (He  was  one  of  Linda’s  demi-gods.)  I 
do  remember  he  smiled  exactly  like  Clark  Gable. 

David  Goldstein  was  the  other  assistant  editor.  As  I  re¬ 
call,  he  was  too,  too  smart  and  grinned  at  simply  every¬ 
thing,  rather  like  an  ancient  llama.

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remarkably  efficient,  for  they  handled  business  matters 
with  the  ease  of  an  intricate  IBM  computer. 

David  Goodwin  was  a  reincarnation  of  an  eighteenth 
century  cynic.  I  always  pictured  him  flitting  about  Ver¬ 
sailles  with  Voltaire.  (Wouldn’t  they  have  made  an  aristo¬ 
cratic  pair?)  Before  a  picture  was  taken,  he’d  say:  "Well, 
this  will  surely  not  come  out!”  But  it  always  did — and 
very  well  too. 

Now,  Ardyce  Lingoski — there  was  a  girl  with  a  name. 
For  weeks  I  thought  her  name  was  Artist.  "Artist!”  Mr. 
Bernstein  would  call  her  and  I’d  think:  "Must  be  a  family 
name.  Why  isn’t  she  on  the  art  staff?”  At  any  rate, 
the  girl  punched  and  pounded  her  typewriter  through  num¬ 
erous  classic  articles  by  the  write-up  staff.  I  often  wondered 
if  she  took  Knox  gelatin  to  strengthen  her  nails. 

Alexia  Mitrus  cavorted  with  Marge  Hranek.  What 
humor  they  both  had!  Alexy  (as  I  called  her)  was  Clara 
Barton  and  Marge,  Jenny  Lind.  Marge  poured  over  every 
write-up  carefully.  Alexia  made  comments  about  the 
write-ups  and  Marge  made  comments  about  the  drawings. 
These  were  moments  of  their  riotous  humor.  I  think  Marge 
invented  the  term  'Bod’.  Both  girls  wore  wonderful  scarves 
with  flowers  all  over  them.  Marge  usually  wore  hers 
around  her  neck.  Alexia  may  have  worn  hers  in  a  number 
of  places.  She  had  a  flair  for  fashion ! 

Jean  Borelli  was  lay-out  editor.  She  not  only  was  very 
pretty  but  talented,  too.  Her  type  of  work  was  very  much 
in  vogue  at  the  time,  favored  by  the  Borthwick  School  of 
Design. 

But  most  of  all — I  remember  Mama.  Not  Mama,  but 
Papa.  I  mean  Mr.  Bernstein,  in  this  case.  He  was  to  me, 
not  the  corpulent,  austere,  condescending  one,  but  the  all¬ 
knowing  idol,  instead.  Mr.  Bernstein  was  ever-patient. 


And  so  kind  too.  I  can  almost  taste  those  hard,  many- 
colored  candies  he’d  dole  out  every  so  often.  I  liked 
butterscotch  best.  I  remember  so  much  about  that  room  and 
those  people  that  made  it  live.  I  remember  our  view  of 
Main  Street  (Neisner’s,  Acme,  Ward’s,  Trinity  Memorial 
Church),  our  funny  sayings  on  the  blackboard,  our  laugh¬ 
ter,  and  our  serious  moments  of  hushed  tones.  I  remem¬ 
ber  the  pink  lipstick  of  our  girls,  those  black  knit-stockings, 
and  those  huge  ribbons.  I  remember  the  madras  shirts

the  hip.  I  remember  the  bangs  on  the  boys — those  vulgar 
foppish  locks  that  were  so  popular.  I  remember  the  girls’ 
flip  hair-dos  too  and  those  long,  to-the-eyebrow  bangs  of 
theirs.  We  talked  of  Goldwater,  pop  art,  the  Rolling  Stones 
and  G.T.O.’s.  We  created  from  all  these  varied  elements; 
we  wrote  of  the  day  and  drew  of  the  day  and  we  photo¬ 
graphed  those  fortunate  ones  who  were  a  part  of  our 
period.  We  preserved  this  nostagia  ...  we  made  a  yearbook.
